Pierson 'Presents Anti-War 
Program to 
Group 

The first regular meeting of the 
International Relations club, was 
held Thursday evening, October 
26. 

Election of officers was held 
resulting in the election of Harold 
Davis as president, Alice Gulley 
as vice president and Eugene 
Rogers as secretary. The new 
officers took charge of the meet- 
ing and Professor Conover ex- 
plained some of the services re- 
ceived by the local club from 
the Carnegie Foundation. A bi- 
weekly news letter is received free 
of charge, containing all the news 
of the world. A monthly publica- 
tion is sent dealing exhaustively 
with one subject, and the most 
important service of all is the 
addition of twelve new books a 
year to the International Rela- 
tions library. 

LeRoy Pierson presented a plan 
to cooperate with International 
Relations clubs of other schools 
in Oregon in an attempt to pre- 
sent a united college-student front 
against U. S. participation in wars. 
Work at later meetings will at- 
tempt to enlarge and clarify the 
plan, if the club decides to spon- 
sor it. 



Professor Macy 
Chapel Speaker 



"We need to study critically 
our present form of government, 
and should know the trends and 
plans for change," said Perry 
D. Macy, professor of History 
and Political Science at Pacific 
College in a chapel talk on Oct. 
26. 

Many plans are being pre- 
sented to solve the problems of 
today. The Ham and Eggs Plan, 
Townsend Old Age Plan, Epic 
Plan of Upton Sinclair, single 
tax plan, a mathematical form- 
ula for unlimited prosperity, and 
Technocracy were among those 
mentioned. 

We are living today under 1 a 
plan which Professor Macy in 
his own words termed as "lib- 
eralism." This system of private 
ownership has brought many 
weaknesses, including overpro- 
duction. 

The speaker pointed out also, 
that there were good points to 
this plan. 

"Individual initiative results 
in variety and amount of pro- 
duction," Mr. Macy stated. 

Several plans for consideration 
were suggested by Mr. Macy. He

Speaker Tells 

Of Northwest 



That the Pacific Northwest 
has possibilities in contrast with 
the rest of the United States, 
and that we are not fully aware 
of these possibilities was pointed 
out by Dr. Kenneth Warner, 
director of the Northwest Re- 
gional Conference, in a chapel 
address on November 2. 

"There is excellence of re- 
source and climate in the North- 
west, but we have failed to learn 
what immediate environment 
means to us," the speaker said. 

The lumber industry is in bad 
shape now, Dr. Warner declared. 
For every three feet of lumber 
icut, only one foot is grown. 
Many types of trees will soon 
be exhausted at this rate. To 
maintain this resource there is 
need ofi selective logging — foil 
every one foot of lumber cut, one 
foot should be retained. 

The speaker said that agricul- 
ture presents another problem. 
Erosion has brought losses to 
many farmers. Soil could be 
saved by correct methods of 
plowing, drainage, and crop ro- 
tation. 

One of the biggest problems 
which faces us today is migra- 
tion. Since 1930 a total of 
400,000 people has come to the 
northwest area. 

Should we try to industrialize 
the Northwest? Dr. Warner said 
that there are several obstacles 
to this solution. The population 
is small, and the large indus- 
trial control over finance and 
raw material is in the East. 

The speaker declared that al- 
though forestry is unstable and 
agriculture unsatisfactory, our' 
future lies with our natural re- 
sources.

Personnel of these com- 
mittees is changed each week. 

She told of foods that were 
available there — no vegetables but 
all fruits and sweet potatoes. 

The nearest town to Finco Paso 
Seco is Cala Bazar. Here, she 
said, a person would find all the 
houses either pink or blue in 
color.

A 70-yard run by a shifty hip- 
ped Indian halfback and a lorfg 
pass late in the fourth quarter 
that set up the second touchdown 
brought a 13-6 defeat Friday 
afternoon for Pacific college at 
the hands of the Chemawa Indians 
in the mud of the Chemawa field. 

The Redskin touchdown came 
in the second quarter when an 
Indian halfback went around end 
on his own 30 yard line, pushed 
Pacific tacklers out of the way, 
evaded others and ended his 
sprint in Quaker paydirt. The 
try for point, a kick, was wide. 

Touchdown No. 2 for the Che- 
mawa Indians materialized in the 
fourth quarter when a Chemawa 
half heaved the pigskin to an end 
playing far off to the side of the 
field in a "sleeper" play. The 
end promptly ran to the 5-yard 
line where his teammates punched 
over the score with a fake spinner 
on the fourth down. The same 
I play worked twice in succession 
and the Indians scored the extra 
point. 

Lone Quaker score of the game 
came as the result of a blocked 1 
punt on the 50-yard stripe which 
bounded from the burly chest of 
Irwin Atrops, center for Pacific, 
into the arms of Leroy Pierson, 
who galloped to the 25-yard line 
before he was stopped. 

In the next play Pierson caught 
Hadloek's pass over center and 
went to the 10-yard line where 
Hadlock, on the third successive 
line play, went over from the 
three-yard line. The try for 
point was no good and the game 
ended 13-6 with Pacific on the low 
side. 

Although the Pacific offense 
bogged down in the second half, 
the first two quarters went to 
the Quakers by decisive margins 
with most of the game being 
played in the Chemawa half of 
the field.
